It has been said that words are an 
index to the heart, that we are very 
likely to talk some of the things that 
are in the heart. The wise man hath 
said, If a fool keeps quiet, he is con- 
sidered wise by those around him. The 
Bible tells us that out of the abun- 
dance of the heart the mouth speaketh. 

Many times we find ourselves weigh- 
ing others by their words. Words are 
powerful but it seems there are many 
in the world today who do not realize 
it and they just talk, talk. All day long 
their tongues will run until many 
times those around them are so dis- 
gusted that they would appreciate a 
little silence. 

One writer pictures the tongue as 
being full of poison, spitting it on 
those with whom it may come in con- 
tact. Another describes it as a kindling 
fire. Many of us have seen the fire as 
it swept thru the forest and fields, 
causing great destruction, even making 
many homeless. So it is with the fire 
the tongue may kindle. In many in- 
stances it tears up homes, making 
many miserable in this life and may 
cause them to miss heaven. 

Have you at any time in life felt the 
affect of words? When I was a child 
I was very sensitive and many times 
harsh, ugly words gave me a_ great 
shock and made life very sad and un- 
pleasant. But since I have grown older, 


I will admit that words do not affect 


me so much. 


James tells us, If any among you 
seem to be religious and bridleth not 
his tongue, but deceiveth his own 
heart, this man’s religion is vain. I 
am sure this will apply to women too. 
We have known of sisters in the 
the church who could not stay home 
long enough to do their work and care 
for the family. They claimed to be so 
full of the Holy Spirit they would 
even start out in the morning before 
the breakfast dishes were washed or 
the house swept. If someone chancec 
to call, they would excuse themselves 
and the appearance of the house Dy 


saying, I went over to Sister A’s and 
Sisters B. and C. learned I was there 
and came over. We got to talking 
about the Lord and I stayed until it 
was too late to get my stuff on to cook 
for lunch and clean up my house. 
When the truth was, they talked about 
most everyone in the church, even the 
pastor. When Sunday came they would 
appear with their faces’: whitewashed 
and their hair curled and be so glad to 
see all the dear brothers and sisters 
they had been talking about and before 
church was over shout and talk in 
tongues and go straight cut to do the 
same thing over until the entire 
church is in an uproar. 

James tells us if any man offend 
not in word, the same is a_ perfect 
man. It is so easy to discourage with 
our words. 

Then there are words of false doc- 
trine which Faul tells us to avoid. He 
refers to Hymenaeus and Phiietus, who 
concerning the truth had erred, teach- 
ing that the resurrection had past ai- 
ready and had caused some to fall. He 
tells us that their words will eat as 
doth a canker (or cancer). Then it 
must be very dangerous to listen to 
false doctrine. Some seem to think 
there is no danger in it, but Paul 
knew that it would not do, therefore 
he exhorted the brethren to shun it. 

Some folks are very fearful of can- 
cer and T. B. and other diseases that 
may be contagious, but the worst of 
all these things must be words that 
take hold of us and eat as doth a can- 
ker. 

Then on the other hand we many 
times have been greatly blessed and 
encouraged by words. Once upon a 
time when affliction had come to my 
home and I was in- great distress, 
Brother Lee came to my rescue and 
with a very few words” greatly en- 
couraged me. Words fitly spoken are 
like apples of gold in pitchers of sil- 
ver. Many times our attitude has been 
changed toward others by a few words 
properly spoken. Then we should be 
very careful of our words and be sure 
that we do not cause others unneces- 
sary pain or discouragement but that 
we may by our words bring sunshine 
to others along life’s pathway. Life is 
very brief and we should be as happy
